arose and discovered two men In the 
dining room of the Dotterer home. 
The robbers, when aware that their 
presence was known, instead of mak- 
ing their escape, attacked the aged 
farmer, and a desperate fig-ht ensued. 
Armed with a chair, Dotterer gave 
the intruders a warm reception, and 
one of the robbers was soon lying 
helpless on the floor. 


GRAPPLED WITH .BURGLAR. 
Releasing the other burglar. Dot- 


terer. despite his years, bore him to 
the floor. He called to his wife to 
bring a rope with which to tie his 
prisoner, when the six other burg- 
lars, who were standing guard on the 
outside of -the house, rushed iuto the 
room. 
Releasing the vanquished 


burglar. Dotterer again grabbed a 
chair and turned to meet his new an- 
tagonists. 


He wielded the chair with telling 


effect and more than one of the out- 
laws received broken heads. 
But 


the odds were too great for the aged 
man and he was knocked down -by a 
vicious blow on 'the head. 
Covered 


with blood the old man regained his 
feet and sought to hold off his as- 
sailan'ts. 
His aged wife and daugh- 


ter-in-law, frantic with fear for Dot- 
terer's life; sprang into the room only 
to be roughly handled by the robbers 
and shoved through the door. 


FARMER SHOT DOWN. 


ITndaunted by the gang of desper- 


ate men surrounding him, Dotterer 
made a more determined effort to 
drive them from the house. 
Again 


he was felled to the floor and again 
he arose and renewed the attack. So 
resolute was the old man in the pro- 
tection of his home that one of the 
robbers, 
fearing they would be 


thwarted fin their purpose, drew a re- 
volver and fired on the farmer. 
The 


bullet struck him in the right breast 
and he fell to the floor unconscious, 


Leaving the old man lying where 


he fell, two of the robbers guarded 
the frightened women -while the oth- 
ers ransacked the house. 
Although 


terribly frightened, 
the 
wife and 


daughter of Dotterer positively re 
fused to reveal the hiding place of 
the farmer's money, and after a hur< 
ried seai*ch the burglars took $10 
all the money they could find, and 
left, fearing the shot they had fired 
would arouse the neighborhood.

There were two wrecks last night, 


oue on the Pittsburg1 and one on the 
Nickel Plate, though neither was of 
a very serious character. At Conti- 
nental at an early hour this morning 
engine No. 19> which was hauling* the 
first section of eastbound freight 
train No. 52, struck some cars which 
"were standing upon a sidiug and 
which had moved down towards t 
switch until they interfered with the 
main line. 
One of the cars w 


turned over and more or less dam- 
aged and the engine had her pilot 
and steam chest casing broken. En- 
gineer Charles H. Minser, who was at 
the throttle of No. 19, sustained a 
painfully sprained ankle by jumping 
from the cab, but he was able to 
bring his engine into the city. The 
tracks- were blocked by the accid snt 
an hour or two and one of the pas- 
senger trains was delayed a fr.v 
minutes. 


The Pennsylvania's wreck occurred 


in the yards, a few rods west of La- 
fayette street, at 7:30 last evening. 
Engine 277, class X passenger, was 
backing up from the round house to 
hook onto train No. 8, when she was 
"side-swiped'* by switch engine 19£\ 
eastbound. 
The impact was 
suf* 


ficient to smash one cylinder of the 
passenger engine and one cylinder 
and the pilot of the switch engine, 
but the crews escaped injury. Peter 
McGuire was at the throttle of No, 
277 and Theodore Titus occupied ft 
similar place on the switch engine. 
The only delay to trains occurred to 
No. 8, which was held a few minutes 
until another engine could be steamed 
up and run out of the round house.
